Representatives of an Allied gov 
ment visited the Pacific coast less 
than thirty days ago to buy 4,500,000,- 
000 feet of lumber, cut to size for the 
construction of 300,000 houses in Eu­ 
rope, according to a statement made 
in Fresno to the San Joaquin Valley 
Lumbermen’s 
club 
by A. J. Russell, 
manager of of the Portland Lumber 
company of San Francisco. 
Russell, 
who was speaking to the lumbermen 
on the high cost of lumber as com­ 
pared with a few years ago, made this 
statement to show' that the tremend­ 
ous demand for lumber in Europe will 
effectively 
prevent 
any decrease in 
prices in this country for a number of 
years. 
During the course of his address be­ 
fore the club, Russell quoted labor 
prices of the present and a few years 
ago to explain the high cost of lumber 
He cited the fact that when he was a 
boy the lumberman 
worked 
eleven 
hours a day at 75 cents a day. and 
that as recently as eighteen months 
ago the same labor was paid a $2.75 
minimum wage 
for a ten-hour day. 
Today the minimum is $4.50 for an 
eight-hour day. 
“When I logged on the Columbia 
river as a lad,” said the speaker, “tim­ 
ber cost $3 per thousand feet at the 
mills. 
Today that same lumber costs 
$20 per thousand, and we have to haul 
it IOO miles by rail. 
“The national survey by the govern­ 
ment shows that the nation is short a 
million 
homes, 
the 
cost of 
which 
would be $3,000,000,000. 
In conjunc­ 
tion with this, note that the building 
permits 
for 
residences 
during 
the 
month of March reached a total of 
$125,000,000, the highest in history. 
“There is an increase of 67 percent 
in the cost of production of material 
now’ over three years ago, and, in ad­ 
dition to the natural causes of this in­ 
crease, notice that the government in­ 
crease in freight rates has meant an 
addition of $2 per thousand in freight 
rates on lumber at Fresno. 
“The Allied governments are buying 
yellow lumber from the Eastern mar­ 
kets. and this demand in the East re­ 
sults 
in 
a 
natural 
shortage 
here, 
where lumber is being taken to fill 
Eastern orders. 
Depicted of Lumber. 
“Roger Simmons, the forestry ex­ 
pert sent by the United States govern­ 
ment to study conditions in Russia, re­ 
cently said:

“Mr. Simmons’ estimate.” continued 
Mr. Russell, “was that in western Rus­ 
sia and Germany, including Poland. 
16,000,000 acres of standing timber out 
of a total of 20,000,000 had been de­ 
stroyed during the war.” 
Lumbermen agreed that the labor 
wage is a big factor in the cost of 
lumber, arn! one of them said after the 
meeting: 
"The entire cost of building is about 
80 per cent labor. 
Until such time as 
labor is willing to take very much less 
than at present, we are not going to 
see any decrease in lumber prices or 
building 
costs. 
However, 
I do not 
want to see labor have to take less.” 
“Eastern lumber today is selling for 
$15 per thousand more than our west­ 
ern Oregon pine,” said Mr. Russell. 
"Other causes beside labor that have 
entered into high prices is transporta­ 
tion rates, which in both rail and wa­ 
ter are very high." 
Mills of the Pacific coast are prac­ 
tically stripped of lumber, according 
to Mr, Russell, whose concern is one 
of the largest lumber manufacturers 
in the northwest, and the lumbermen 
are shipping green material. 
"If we didn’t have an order for 120 
days we would be pleased," he con­ 
cluded.

human kindness that ruled him in his 
dealings with those who needed his 
help. 
* 1 11 give to this cause if you prom 
ise never to tell a living soul where 
It came from,” was his usual remark 
when opportunity was given him to 
enter into some philanthropy or to 
subscribe to some worthy fund. 
His career as a farmer, dairyman, 
and transportation man, his intimate 
connection with various business en­ 
terprises of magnitude in this county, 
ids long period of wide influence in 
politics—these are points concerning 
his half a century of life here that are 
well known to every person at all fa­ 
miliar with 
the 
history of 
Orange 
county. 
When one reviews the public career 
as well as the daily life of this lion­ 
hearted 
pioneer, 
no 
characteristic 
stands out more distinctly than his 
unquestioned and unalterable loyalty. 
To his kin, his friends, his church, 
his party and to whatever cause he 
set his hand, he gave an unstinted de­ 
votion. His restless energy knew no 
task too big for him to tackle. 
He 
was a fighter of the old school, who 
threw into battle every ounce of his 
power. 
Once he became convinced 
that a cause was right. James McPad- 
den would fight to the last ditch. No 
man ever saw him turn his hack to a 
foe. He had his triumphs, and, 
of 
course, his sprinkling of defeats, and 
throughout 
it ail 
he maintained a 
deep and abiding faith in the future 
of this land with which he cast his 
lot in the early days. 
He fought for a dry city, a dry coun­ 
ty. Though old age in later years, 
prevented him from actively engaging 
in the fight for a dry state, his purse 
was always open for subscription to 
that tight, to which he was devoted 
heart and soul. 
James McFadden has gone on to 
his reward. His name shall be forever 
linked with the making of our county 
and city. His memory shall be cher­
